No, M-13043/12/87-Agri.—The Prime Minister while review¬ 
ing the working of the Ministry ol Agriculture suggested 
that Area Specific Re-orientation needs to be given to the 
programmes of Agriculture and Rural Development. This 
subject was further discussed in a meeting of the Committee 
of Secretaries on the 26th May, 1987 and by the Planning 
Commission in a meeting held under the chairmanship of 
Deputy Chairman on 20th luly, 1987. It was. therefore, 
decided that 15 agro-climatic zones of the country should 
serve as the level of agricultural planning. 

2. As a result of these deliberations a Central Committee 
has been set up under the chairmanship of Member (Agri.), 
Planning Commission for organising Agricultural Planning 
on the basis of Agro-climatic Regions. The composition of 
the Central Committee is as follows-

3. The terms of reference of this Cenlral Committee 
are as follows : 

(i) (o organise agricultural planning systems for the 
15 Agro-climatic Zones; 

(ii) issue instructions and background papers to conduct 
tcchno-agro-climatic studies for each of the planning 
teams; 

(iii) to work on principles of integration of plan, of 
the agro-climatic region with State nnj National 
Plans; 

(iv) to integrate agricultural planning with animal hus¬ 
bandry, fisheries, forestry, agro-based industries and 
allied sectors; 

(v) to recommend appropriate schemes and policies based 
on the findings of the studies/surveys completed, 
for the rapid agricultural development of the regions; 
and 

(vi) to examine matters related to the subject of plan¬ 
ning for agro-climatic regions.
